ROMAN ARENA UNEARTHED. 


Discovery Made in the Parc Arena at 
Paris by Workmen Digging a Res- 
ervoir for a New Water Supply. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

PARIS, May 31.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch. ] In the very heart of Paris. hid- 
den from the street by a little hill, 
grass covered and adorned with trees, 
lies a most interesting relic of the an- 
cient days, When this beautiful city 
was under the rule of the Roman in- 
vader. The spot is known as the Pare 
Arene, and the Roman arena which 
nesties quietly in its center was dis- 
covered by accident after a sleep of 
many centuries, 

There was urgent need of a new 
water supply in the locality. To pro- 
vide a reservoir the auhtorities began 
to excavate in the little park, which 
was only frequented by children and 
their nurses. After the digging had been 
going on a while the workmen came 
upon a structure belonging to another 
age. Proceeding carefully. 
bare a Roman arena. Whether the 
work was done by Roman slaves or 
conquered Gauls under the lash of a 
Roman taskmaster is a matter of con- 
jecture. To the right and left of the en- 
trances are boxes reserved for nobles, 
and one larger and better situated 
than the rest may have been for the 
Emperor.

Though treacherous hasthe Kansas River proved 
itself today in the rising of its waters, to- 
night, so slowly as to be imperceptible, the five- 
mile stream is settling back into its rightful 
channel. Up and down the official gauge has 
fluttered all day. Tonight, however, City Engi- 
neer McCable issued a: bulletin giving out the 
cheering intelligence that the water had sub- 
sided to the extent of exactly 74% inches. It 
may bea few hours before another drop will 
be noticed. 

_ With one hundred and seventy-five or two 
hundred lives lost, millions of dollars“ worth of 
property destroyed, hundreds of pistol shots as 
signals of distress, blended with the agonizing 
cries of unwilling inhabitants on tree tops and 
roofs of houses, and the water creeping upward 
and then slowly subsiding, and the alternate 
change from hope to despair, the Capital City 
has passed the most memorable Sabbath day of 
its existence. To thie uncomfortable state of 
affairs was added a cold and dismal rain. 

The ardor of the rescue work of the heroic 
rescuers was not abated in tha least by the con- 
ditions which confronted them.

KANSAS CITY (Mo.) May 31.— The greatest 
flood in the history of Kansas City, Kans., and the 
bottoms of Kansas City, Mo., prevails here today, and 
millions of dollars’ loss will result. A great body of 
water coming from the west swelled the Kansas River 
at Kansas City, Kans., this morning, causidg a most 
alarming rise. Water rushed with terrific-force over 
the outlying railroad tracks and the crowded whole- 
sale districts of the West bottoms, and finally into the 
Union depot. At 10 o’clock, a mile of big wholesale 
houses, elevators and freight depots were entirely 
surrounded; basements that yesterday were partially. 
submerged were soon brimful, and water began to 
reach the first floors. Within fifteen minutes the 
tracks entering the western end of the Union depot 
were entirely submerged, and at 11 o’clock the water 
had risen at such a rapid rate that the thousands of 
delayed passengers were making preparations to 
leave for the high ground uptoẽwun. 

Union avenue, on which the Blossom House aud 
numerous small hotels aud restaurants and stores are 
located, is a running stream. The water rose so fast 
in the vicinity of the depot that many persons were

Armour & Co. have a 
force of 200 men working at pumps 
trying to keep the rising waters out of 
the buildings. At the superintendent's 
office it was stated this morning that 
the plant will continue to operate with 
a full force unless the water goes much 
higher. All of the hundreds of small- 
er concerns, near the ordinary banks 
of the Missouri River, which nd 
upon the river for power, are under 
water, and they will be forced o sus- 
pend until the river recedes, throwing 
thousands of men out of employment. 

The entire stock yards, situated on 
are submerged, and 
many of the pens are five feet in wa- 
ter. The basement of the Live Stock 
Exchange, and between a hundred 
railroad and other offices, as well as 
the big barns of the mule and horse 
markets in that district, are several 
feet under water. There is no way of 
reaching the stock yards except by 
boat, and from a point one mile east. 
Many head of cattle, sheep and horses 
have been drowned, and the loss at this 
point will be heavy. All night 
the forces of the \p*ock-yards men were 
at work rescuing live stock, hundreds 
of head being brought up into town.

DONE-LUOK TREASURES DESPISED. 
IGNORED FOR LACK Of WILL TO 
READ--NO XCUSE FOR POOR PICTURES 
MUSIC AND KELIGION.

OSPITALITY is of course one of 
H the important elements of the true 

domestic atmosphere. I do not 
mean in the sense in which that word 
is understood by the Arab in the desert. 
who opens his house and his larder to 
every passer-by. The circumstances of 
modern life would make such hospi- 
tality as that a public calamity. The 
tramps and parasites who curse the 
populous districts in which so many 
of us live would fatten on this folly and 
multiply to the destruction of society. 
I do not mean that one should enter- 


tain a horde of hungry and inconsider- 


ate relatives who love to 8 ge on his 
bounty and good nature. Hospitality is 
a luxury and may me intemper- 
ance. It is as bad to entertain too many 
friends as to drink too much wine or to 
buy too many clothes or works of art. 
Hospitality is not a virtue in itself. It is 
quite as apt to be a vice. It is as 
much a sin to let other people eat too 


much of your food as to do it yourself. 


When Washington was living at Mount 
Vernon he insisted that “the hospital- 
ity of the house, with respect to the 
poor, should be kept up and that no 
one should go hungry away.” This was 
an individual rule and not a universal 
obligation. It is always a personal 
problem how many people should ac- 
tually share the protection of your roof 
and the bounty of your board. 
TREATMENT OF GUESTS. 

But the spirit in which you entertain 
those whom you do receive is an affair 
about which you have no right to any 
individual notions. This is a matter of 
universal moral obligation. We must 
treat our guests always and every where 
with kindness and consideration. Un- 
less people have this spirit a house 
may be a domicile, but it cannot be 
a home. Stinginess or repugnance win 
taint the alr of any house. Who has 
not felt the frosty chili of inhospitable 
homes? Every inoment of your slay Is 
a misery. You seem to be breathing the 
damp atmosphere of a sepuicher. No 
such home as this can be beautiful. It 
is as unfit for the host to dwell in 
as it is unplegesnt for the guests to 
visit in. 

Next—culture. I do not mean the ar- 
tificial veneer of manners, nor the su- 
perficial varnish of fashion. I mean that 
improvement and refinement of ming. 
morats and tastes which in this war- 
velous era of human lite lies within 
reach the poorest of us all. 

CULTURE FOR THE MILLION, 

The first great means of culture is, of 
course, good books. Thank God for liv- 
ing in the days when they are cheap. 


needed is the resolute and invincible 
purpose of thie family to have the best. 
THE RELIGIOUS ELEMENT. 
Then, last and most important of all 
the elements of a true home atmos- 
phere is religion. Not my conception 
of it. I do not want to impose my creed 
on you. But true religion. That 
which you know in your heart of hearts 
is real. No house can be anything 
more than a mere habitation without a 
sense of the “power that makes 
righteousness” without that “pure and 
undefiled feeling of a strange, deep 
obligation to visit the fatheriess and 
the widow in their affliction and 0 
keep oneself unspotted from the world,” 
and the inner impulse to love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart and 
mind and soul and strength.” This 
sentiment is to the atmosphere of the 
home what the light of heaven is to 
the atmosphere of earth.

EGARDING American’ machinet, 
etc., ‘in France, United States 
Consul George W. Jackson, sta- 

tiened.at La Rochelle, in a report to 

the State Department, says in part:

manufacturers of machinery here. By 
this I do not mean to say that Ameri- 
can exporters have secured all the 
trade possible for them to obtain in 
this district; on the contrary, much 
more remains to be gained than has 
already been won. This may be beast 
aceomplished by studying the local 

needs, habits, prejudices, and even (a- 

prices. The greatest drawback to the 

development of our trade in machin- 
ery in Europe is due to the effort of 

American exporters to induce’ these 

people to purchase engines which are 

not fitted. to their needs or to vhich 
they are wholly unaccustomed. This 
does not imply that no new or un- 
proved invention’ should be put upon 
the French market; but in introducing 
these it is necessary to clearly demon- 
strate their utility.

The high number is as likely to be 
correct as the lower. The number of 
dead is merely a matter of estimate. 
Twenty members of the rescuing par- 
ties tell of how they saw people drop 
from houses only to be swept away by 
the flood, and others tell of men who, 
terrified at the approach of fire 
dropped into the water, where they 
sank and did not reappear. . . 
This estimated number of dead does 
not include the large number ciassed 
as missing who cannot otherwise be 
accounted for. Neither does it include 
the number who are supposed have 
lost their lives by fire. In the latter 
class there is absolutely no means of 
arriving at even an approximate num-. 
ber gf the victims. The water is so 
high and the current go strong that all 
that can be done now is to rescue 
those in the buildings surrounded.

RESCUE OF SUFFERERS DEPENDS 
ON SUPPLY OF BOATS. 


North End of Mellen Bridge Goes Out. 

Santa Fe and Rock Island Trains 
Move by Circuitous Routes — River 
Falls Seven Inches, but Heavy Rains 
are Reported Farther Up.

TOPEKA (Kan.) May 31.—From all 
over ‘Easterrf Kansas boats are being 
rushed here for the rescue of the suf- 
ferers. The north end of the Mellen 
bridge, the only way of reaching 
North Topeka, has gone out, and an 


effort will be made to stretch a wire 


‘able across the bridge. 

All of the pontoon bridges to the 
North Side were washed out early this 
morning, and the only possible chance 
of reaching the survivors was by boats. 
Shortly after daylight boats arrived 
‘rom Ottawa on a special train, and 
they were put Into active service at 
once, 

Soon after this, reports of drowning 
began to come in. A boat containing 
gut men was swept away in the swift 
current, about 7 o'clock and as far as 
known, all were drowned. .A boat con- 
talning two men was capsized. The 
boats were too frail to live, in the 
swirling waters; More boats arrived 
from Emporia at 10 o'clock and hur- 
ried messages have been sent to 
other towng for more. 

The river remained stationary after 
having fallen seven inches. Heavy 
rains are reported from up the river 
however, and it is feared that anoth4r 
rise will set in. On the B-street col- 
ored Baptist Church nearly a hundred 
people have been standing since yes- 
terday. Many of them have doubtless. 
fallen From exhaustion before. this and 
drowned. The building stands intact, 
and those who are alive may be res- 
cued. 

North Topeka 10 a scene of the ut 
most desolation. There is but a small 
chance of any one of the residences be- 
ing left standing at the end of the flood 
period. Sherry, Oakland and the re- 
gion about the reform school north 
of North Topeka are all under the 
rushing waters, but the situation is 
favorable in these places compared 
with what North Topeka is undergoing. 

Nearly all the fires have been put out 
by the heavy rain which tell all night. 
At is recognized that rowboats can 
be of no use in battling with the cur- 
rents. Steam launches must be se 
eured at‘ once, and to this end rush 
messages were sent to the superintend- 
ent and agent of the Rock Island at St. 
Joseph, and to Mayor Bergenthal and 
the Secretary of the Commercial Cub 
as follows: 

“Topeka wants from three to six 
steam launches, and twelve or eight- 
een clinker-built rowboats, with men 
to handle, sent here by special train 
at once to rescue people in North To- 
eka. 

The St. Joseph agent was ordered to 
load a train at once, secure a cler 
track and proceed t Topeka. The 
boats arrived late this afternoon, and 
were immediately prepared for the 
work of rescuing the imperiled. 

Boats were received here on a num- 
ber of especial trains run by the Mis 
and the Santa F¥ over 
circuitous routes, but the current in 
the river seemed to be growing more 


powerful every minute, and they were 


powerless to cope with it. Meanwhile 
the beleaguered ones were being en- 
couraged as far as possible to hold 
on a little longer, in the hope that 
rescne would Boon be effected.

Half a dozen per- 
sons are in an abandoned street car 
just north of the bridge, and have been 
there for thirty hours, but will be res- 
cued. 

At 3 o'clock the water had receded 
slightly. Before this, a rise of one 
‘inch had been recorded. The gauge 
went up and down an aftérnoon, until, 
at 3 o'clock, a fall set in. At 4 o'clock 
the water had left the first floor of 
the Rock Island general offices, but 
was yet six feet deep just outside the 
building. It was then that telegraph 
linemen succeeded in getting a heavy 
wire cable stretched across the top of 
the pontoon bridee. <A farge sand 
dipper was attached to this, and used 
to take large quantities of provisions 
to those who were not yet rescued.

For three days she kept up the bat- 
tle for life. At 4 o’clock her rescue 
was. very near, but she lost conscious- 
ness, and both mother and child fell 
into the water and were drowned. be- 
ing Immediately drawn under by the 
current. 

By aid of the small steam and gaso- 
Ime launches from Ottawa and St. Jo- 
eeph, forty men in South Garfield Park 
were rescued. They had nothing to 
eat for thirty-six hours. ‘These men 
were in a fenced grove where they 
could not keep a close watch of the 
situation. One of the men said they 
could not hear each other speak above 
the roar of the water. Uncertainty was 
thus added to their other misery, and 
not one of them had any hopes of 
escaping. . . 

Near the Rock Island depot a pas- 
senger train of seven coaches was 
stalled by che flood. The train came 
in Friday night. The Rock Island 
“ was washed eut. as was also most 
of the land on which the track was 
laid, and as a result cars cannot be 
moved gut of here for two weeks or 
more after the flood subsided. About 
zone hundred and fifty passengers are 
on the train. They have not at any 
been In real danger, but their 
situation is anything but pleasant. 
They are well cared for by the road. 
and most of them have remained on 
the cars, preferring this arrangement 
‘to the uncertainty of securing sultable 
quarters. 

At 5 o'clock this evening people were 
quartered in North Topeka as follows: 
In B-street Church, 500; in Topeka 
Woolen Mills, 100; in Casey’s flour mill, 
94: in an elevator, 56: in the fire sta- 
tien, 84. A boat was sent to the woolen 
mill with a thousand feet of half-inch 


making a lighter. At this hour four- 
teen bodies were seen passing the 
North Topeka fire station. At a cen- 
gervative estimate 200 are dead. 

During the height of the rescue work 
this afternoon a man occupied his time 
in going among the houses remaining 
in North Topeka and looting them. It 
will go hard with the fellow if he s 
caught. 

As the number of rescued increase. 
the supplies for their relief also grow 
largely. Many offers to help have been 
received from outside towns, and 
gratefully accepted. 

It will be at least three days before 
the correct number of dead will be 
decide® upon. The work of rescuing 
the victims of the flood is being pushed 
forward with vigor. Better results 
have characterized the efforts of the 
organized forces since 4 o'clock this 
afternoon than .during the preceding 
twenty-four hours. Two little steam 
lauhcheg_are now puffing up and down 
the river,*pickinge up survivors. A 
trainlead of small boats was in service, 
but were useless fn battling. against 
the mighty current. A wire cable has 
been stretched gross the Kansas-ave- 
nue bridge. To this will be attached a 
sand dip, and refugees will be brought 
across in this manner. 

Large contributions have  asatready 
been received for the benefit of the 
sufferers. The amount given by Topeka 
citizens alone aggregate $160,000 
To this is to be added an immense 
quantity of clothing, provisions and 
general supplies. Outside towns have 
generously offered ald. among which is 
Galveston, Tex. 

Among messages received here was 
one from the Galveston Tribune read- 
ing: “If we can do anything at all 
in the aid of youricity, please feel 
free to call upon us.“ Messages from 
Kansas ‘owns caused the commission 
eres tö draw upon Individuals for 
stated sums, and as soon as the malls 
arrive a great number of contributions 
from other towns are expected to ma- 
terialize. 

Topeka is doing nobly by her suffer- 
ers. The wealthiest city of Kansas is 
proud %o acknowledge that no calis on 
outside help need to be made. It will 
be necessary to raise a great fund for 
relief work. Weeks must elapse be- 
fore order can be restored from the 
present chaos. Hundreds of houses 
will have to be rebuilt entirely.

Their Leaders Are. 


How McCarthy Has Grafit 


> 


Queer Deals.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 29.— Pin- 
head” McCarthy, autocratic leader of 
the Building Trades Council, owner of 
the Labor Clarion, Civil Service Com- 
missioner, and general Poo Bah in la- 


bie unto himself. There is a revolt 
among the members of the building 
trades that is causing McCarty much 
concern and bids fair to end in the de- 
thronement of the autocrat. From por- 
ter of a second-class hotel McCarthy 
has risen to political prominence 
through his deft manipulation of the 
ia bor bugaboo before the eyes of the 
office-scekers. He began his work 
along these lines at a time when the 
average politician gave little considera- 
tion to the significance of the labor 
vote, and by careful massing of his 
forces McCarthy developed a power 
that compelled recognition from the 
office-seekers. The influence of his 
weekly paper, together with the fear 
that his opposition would mean the po- 
litical death of aspirants, led to Me- 
Carthy being given a fat office with 
many sub-appointments at his com- 
mand. This naturally strengthened his 
pesition, and his power «grew until he 
reached the height of dictator in many 

But McCarthy has other ambitions. 
He now wishes to become one of the 
moneyed men of San Francisco, and 
in order to do this he is branching out 
in new lines, and dragging the union 
labor tail after him. He sees that in 
the power secured by controlling the 
organization there is affluence for Mc- 
Carthy, if that power be rightly used— 
‘that is, rightly used in the McCarthian 
sense. Used for the benefit of McCar- 
thy. 

For some weeks there has been a 
row brewing over compulsory subscrip- 
tions to McCarthy's paper, and in or- 
der to whip the objectors into line and 
compell them to continue to help Me- 
Carthy p political harvests, Presi- 
dent Bafhorn of the national organiza- 
tion, was called here from the Bast to 
give the recalcitrant workmen a talk- 
ing to. When Balhorn wag hissed off 
the platform at the meeting, he began 
to realize that the men who work on 
buildings in San Francisco were pretty 
well tired of McCarthy, and his meth- 
ods. Balhorn’s mission was a failure, 
and he told McCarthy that he could do 
nothing further for him without en- 
dangering the organization. McCarthy 
lost eleven hundred subscribers to his 
paper in one union, and then began to 
look about for another scheme to make 
money out of his dupes. 

It was not before the fertile 
brain of the politico-labor leader 
evolved a plan whereby the men who 
looked up to him as a little tin god 
were again pouring money into the 
McCarthy coffers. McCarthy secured a 
lease on the building, where the Build- 
ing Trades Council held its meetings. 
This building has many rooms suitable 
for holding meetings, and McCarthy at 
once began a campaign for tenants. ; 
As there are something over fifty 
unions affiliated with the Building 
Trades Council, it was an easy matter 
for McCarthy to induce these unions 
to believe that it would be fF their 
best interests to rent rooms in the 
council building. In fact, it was gen- 
erally understood that unless the rooms 
were rented the objecting union would 
run afoul of trouble in the nature of a 
boycott on the part of McCarthy's 
friends. Naturally enouch, the rooms 
were all rented, and McCarthy is not a 
man who loves labor ofganizations 80 
well that it hurts his pocketbook. 

One or two unions found that they 
could secure equally as suitable quar- 
ters at much cheaper rates, and they 
did not accept the hint that the Mc- 
Carthy rooms be taken. The result of 
their obtuseness was that these unions 
found themselves ostracized by Me- 
Carthy’s friends, and it was not until 
some wise one told them that the sur- 
est way into McCarthy's favor was 
through his pocketbook that they were 
reinstated into the good graces of their 
fellow-workmen. 

But landlordism seemingly served as 
a whet to the financial appetite of the 
rapacious McCarthy. The lower part 
of the building contained two s*‘ore- 
rooms, and as soon as the lease to one 
of these rooms expired it was leased 
to a man for a saloon. It was a 
well-known fact that the new saloon 
man was not burdened with his world’s 
goods, and his friends wondered a“ 
his sudden prosperity. It was also dis- 
covered that McCarthy w very as- 
siduous in cultivating trade for the 
new saloon. In fact. it soon devel- 
oped that men who preferred to go 
to other saloons after the meetings of 
the unions found that they were looked 
upon by McCarthy and his friends with 
dislike. It did not take lone to make 
it evident to even mos! innocent 
that the man be the bar waa, but 
an employé of McCarthy, who is the 
real owner of_the saloon. 

Union men who wish to stand well 
with McCarthy and his gang mus* not 
only take his paper and rent his rooms. 
but they must do their drinking at his 
bar. There is still another storeroom 
in the building. and the lease on this 
will expire in a short ‘ime. It is now 
understood that McCarthy Is contem- 
plating the establishment of a gro- 
cery store in this room. and if the un- 
ion men desire to be good they will 
have to buy heir family supplies there 
also. Just how far McCarthy will 
earrv his financial sche apparent- 
ly depends upon the continued com- 
Plaisance of his dupes. 

These dupes are now getting res- 
tive under the idea that they are ex- 
pected to feather McCar*hy's nest 
with their earnings, or else feel the 
weight of his disvleasure. The under- 
current of feeling engendered by the 
action of McCarthy is being stimulat- 
ed by the leaders of the Labor Coun- 
cll, who are anxious to see McCarthy's 
influence curtatled. These lenders are 
| losing no opportunity of instilling into 
the minds of the men under McCarthy 
that he is simply using unlonism as a 
tool to further his own ends. This 


hes not only lost in the neighborhood 
of two thousand subscribers to his pa- 
per within the pest three months. but 
now several of the unions which were 
compelled to ren* his rooms have sic- 


nified their intention of obtaining new 
| quarters as soon as their present leases 
exvire.

OVER SIXTY IN SMOKER.

The interior of the smoking car pre- 
sented a harrowing spectacle. There 
were about a’ score of injured aboard, 
who had passed eight tedious hours 
with but the most cursory treatment of 
their wounds. In tense pain ahd dis- 
comfort, the tired and nervous people 
were packed into the car, some 
heads and limbs swathed in bloody 
bandeges, and all dirty and bedrag- 
gled from their frightful experience. 
One Woman was on a stretcher and. 
was conveyed to the hospital in an am- 
builance, 

Those who did not go to Santa Bar- 
bara for quick relief had to endure a 
distressing wait. Around the bonfires 
which were built from fhe wreckag? 
they passed over two hours, and then 
they got into the smoking car to stay 
another hour, The trip to this city. 
when the start was finally made, was 
at reduced speed. Every minute was 
torture to the injured ones, and during 
the trip the unfortunates were given 
another Scare. In striking a sharp 
curye the engineer applied the brakes 
rather abruptly, and the tram gave 
that peculiar shudder which had justé 
preceded the wreck. The racked pas- 
sengers thought it presaged another 
catastrophe, and for a few seconds they 
were in abjeet terror, some of the 
women crying out in their fright. 

Almost every one of the sixty pas- 
sengers who arrived here on the rem- 
nants of the wrecked train bore some 
painful reminder of the catastrophe, 
but only a few suffering from serious 
injuries refused to go to Santa Barbara 
and braved out the four-hour trip to 
this city. Most of the lucky people Im- 
ply sustained slight cuts and bruises, 
but there were many bloody faces and 
bandaged heads. 

BRIDE DISFIGURED. 

One of,the saddest cases was that 
of Mrs. . A. Thomas of Boston, a 
beautiful girl of 21, and a bride of two 
weeks, who was on her honeymoon tour 
to the Pacific Coast.

RANDALL RESIGNS. 


FAN WILLIAM T. RANDAIA 
will tender his resignation as head 
of the College of Liberal Arts at 


the meeting of the beard of trustees 
of the utiversity tomorrow, the resig- 
nation to. take effect after commence- 
ment. 

It has been many moons since an 
news from the University of Southern 
California has caused keener disap- 
pointment among the friends of the 
school than will this announcement that 
Dean Randall has determined to sever 
his connection with the college, for 

„ has made a host of friends, and 
done noble work for the institution. 

“My resignation is due to a desire 
of Dr. Bovard, recently elected presi- 
dent of the university, to control the 
internal: affairs of the College of Lib- 
eral Arts, said Dean Randall last 
night. “I leave the institution with 
malice toward none, but with a sin- 
cere desire for its continued. growth 
and prosperity.” 

The 3 to the board of trustees 
formally announcing his resignation 
speaks for itself. In it Dean Randall 
says, 

“In view of the repeated misfor- 
tunes of this institution, in suffering 
a change of administration eleven 
times within two decades, be assured 
of my reluctance to inflict added 
change. Nevertheless, the desire of 
the recently-appointed president of 
the university to control the internal 
affairs of the College of LAberal Arts 


renders it inexpedient for me to con- 


tine as dean. 
“It grieves me to ask for the break- 
ing of the ties so close, and so pleas- 
ant. For fourteen years as dean of 
Chaffey College of this pniversity, and 
for the last two years as dean 
College of Liberal Arts, I have given 
inv utmost energies and devotion to 
our university, and 1 have received 
such loyal friendship and 0 
operation from trustees and. conference, 
such hearty response and such 


sonal devotion from our noble stud ts,.

“There remains, however, the gsat- 
isfaction of handing back to you a col- 
lege well started“ in its new career;
